Remarks 

In the present response, three claims (1,4, and 7) are amended. Claims 1-18 are 
presented for examination. Applicants believe that no new matter is entered. 

I. Claim Objections (Claims 1-6) 

Claims 1-6 are objected to because of informalities. These claims are amended to 
cure the informalities. Specifically, in claims 1 and 4, the paragraph beginning with 
"access logic" is swapped with the paragraph beginning with "error logic." 

II. Amendments to Claim 7 

Claim 7 is amended to cure an informality. Specifically, in claim 7, the paragraph 
beginning with "access logic" is swapped with the paragraph beginning with "error 
logic." 

III. Allowed Claims 

Applicants thank the Examiner for allowing claims 7-18. Further, the Examiner 
indicated that claims 1-6 would be allowed if amended to correct the informalities. In 
view of the amendments, Applicants believe that claims 1-18 are in condition for 
allowance.
